The Favre-Biemerck Conference. 

FRANKFORT ON-THE-Maine, May 6 —Bis- 
marck, attended dy Baron Von Arnim, has 
had two interviews with Favre and Ponyer 
Quertier. The latter declares that paymeat 
by France of the coniributions in accordance 
with the prelimiuaries of peace was impossi- 
ble, and asked for concessions, offering as 
equivaierta prolongation of the commercial 
treaty and an adruntegeous arrangement with 
the E-stetn ratiroad. Favre asked for pos- 
seasion of the forte of Charenton, Nogent, 
Reosnty and Noisy, by the Versailles forces: Al- 
60 tie return of all captured arms and mu- 
nitions, and the prompt retura of all 
prisoners of war. Bismarck insiste upon the 
strict ani immediate compliance with the 
preliminaries of the peace convention. He 
suggested that loans be obtained from English, 
French and German banks, and said that far- 
ther protraction in the payment of the indem- 
nity will entail serious consequences upon 
the Versailles Goveroment. At noon to-day 
Bismarck held a conference with Baron 
Rothschild. Bismarck remains bere till Mon- 
day night.

The Politicai Situation. 
The recent Kuklux manifesto” of the 
President foreshadows the worst fears of 
discerning persons. It assures us that the 
Force Act is indeed ‘a revolution of our 
system.” Gen. Gnaxr appears to be an 
as well as a dogmatic man, 


mind, this is the most dangerous of char- 
acters. The times are out ot Joint. The 
general politics of the country are pur- 
poeeless. Obduracy out of power is but a 


nigh supreme. With the legislation of 
Congress in his hand and the army at his 
back, the President is as safe in hié au- 
tocracy as Louis NAPOLEON ever was. He 
means business. There is but one inter- 

for his proclamation as there was 
ut one for the Kuklux bill. It is the 
prelude to the overtbrow of all liberty; 
and the unhappiest part of it is that there 
is small reason to expect resistance from 
the people who are really able to 
resist. The warnings we are now 
giving are derided. They are whistled 
down the wind as partisanisms. They get 
no response apywhere. Presently, when 
the centralizing machine has done its 
preparatory work, and perfected itself, 
and we find ourselves bound hand and 
foot, the #coffers of to-day. will relieve 
themselyes with a few shrugs and setue 
down into the imperialistic, one-man 
power they are now, by their skepticism 
and indifference, assisting in its plans and 
schemes. 

The war fever at the North has really 
never died out. The prejudices engen- 
dered by the war are still strong and 
general. By leave of these, and trusting 
to their power, the Radical leaders ar- 
ranged and enscted the Kuklux bill. 
Order must prevail at the South—the same 
sort of order which prevailed at Warsaw 
—even if all freedom is destroyed to se- 
cure it. The President now takes a 
step in advance. The Kuklux bill is to 
apply “everywhere,” and “everywhere” 
means that it is to be enforced where- 
ever Democrats are numerous enough to 
be troublesome. Betore the Presidential 
election the machinery will work well 
and we shall see it work in a very lively 
manner. 

In the South there seems to be a numb- 


ness of spirit rather than a lack o! ap- 


preciation of the dangers around us and 
before us. Two or three newspapers 
have been creating much ado about noth- 
mg over the negro question. Two or 
three others are still riding the recon- 
struction hobby. These things are not 
of much account. That which is most 
distressing and ominous is the want of 
definite aim and concert of action which 
is to be seen on every hand. The house 
is not so much divided against itself, for 
there is really not much difference ot 
Opinion and sentiment in the South, as 
over-crowded with cumbrous and use- 
less furniture, the debris of a by-gone 
time, which blocks up the passage- 
ways and confuses the sense. All that 
we can do we are wot doing, and all that 
we can do is to set our house in order and 
keep itso. For the present our influence 
on national politics must needs be oblique 
and negative. We can only aflect them 
by the wisdom of domestic thriitt. Large 
talk may be very fine and pleasing. But 
the truth is, we are vastly poor and de- 
pendent, beset by malignant enemies and 
permeated by varied and disturbing ele- 
ments. To compose society; to quiet the 
perves of commerce; to allay excitement; 
to elevate and directthe popular aim, is 
the uttermost of our power as itis the 
uttermost of our need. 

It must be owned that the prospect is 
very gloomy. There is a ray of light in 
Gen. SHERMAN’sS speech at New Orleans. 
But even this is shaded by the reflection of 
civil war; for it is certain that Gen. Grant 
does not mean to quit the White House 
except at the point of the bayonet. 


The Peace Negotiations. 
One of the principal reasons that pre- 
vent the ratification of the permanent 
articles of peace by the members of the 
peaee commission at Brussels is the con- 
stant endeavor of the French commis- 
sioners to ameliorate the harsh conditions 
that have been imposed upon France, and 
particularly to decrease by all possible 
means in their power the fearful war 
indemnity extorted by Prussia. They 
attempt to deduct from them the heavy 
requisitions made by the Germans during 
the war and afterward and the claims of 
certain private citizens who have suffered 
serious losses by certain unjustifiable pro- 
ceedings of the Germans. But their prin- 
cipal item which they desire to deduct is 
the value of the many state domains 
which are situated in the ceded provinces. 
They say that according to the peaeg pre- 
liminanes the French government ceded 
to the German Emperor all its rights and 
titles on Alsace and Lorraine. But this 
referred only to political rights, the 
rights of sovereignty, and involved 
no independent property. They argue 
this as follows: This cession, as every 
one knows, does not affect the interests 
and property of private persons who live 
mn those districts. It simply means that 
the conqaered country will henceforth be- 
come a part of Germany, but not a single 
sou of private property passes by such a 
cession into the imperial German treas- 
ury. Every inhabitant remains in the un- 
disturbed poasession of his fortune. Now, 
the French government has in Alsatia 
and Lorraine property of an immense 
value.

rent topic. From our cradles up, we who 
are now upon the stage of action have 
heard it discussed. The late war was 
only an episode, but a terrible one, in the 
debate. The current legislation of Con- 
gress is a chapter devoted to the same 
endless topic. At every turn we take, it 
Dresses on us afresh: with every hreath we 
draw it becomes more unmanagcable, ag 
gressive, and despotic. It has made all ot 
modern history, and threatens to make 
that of generations yet to come. There ie 
not a sober, discreet, and reflecting mind 
in the country that is not penetrated with | 
a sense ot the dangers that now, at last 
alter many ages of beneficent action, are 
inevitable trom its continued progress. 

Under such circumstances, no apology 
is needed tor any thoughtful and honest 
word on the subject. The criticism which. 
would expose the nature and causes 
of this tendency, and enable us to sepa- 
rate its evils trom the good, and to avoid 
a toolish conflict with the appointed order 
aud laws of the world in attempting to 
secure and proteet our own peculiar in- 
terests, would render to the whole coun- 
try, and to every nook and corner ot it, 
such service as nothing else could yield. 
It is evident that there has been something 
fundamentally wrong in the treatment 
which the subject has received; for to- 
day the malady is not allayed, but 1s a 
hundred fold more aggravated and 
alarming than ever before. We fear 
that this consequence has resulted 
from. an imperfect appreciation and under - 
standing of the movement which it has 
been sought to check, and from an imper- 
fect calculation of means and effects. We 
do not set ourselves up to play the monitor 
to any section of the country, North or 
South, East or West. We have no taste 
tor the office if it were accorded to us, 
But we profeas to love, and do love, the 
whole country, and it is our duty and our 
privilege to write plainly and fearlessly ol 
what threatens the liberties and weliare of 
all. We are all embarked in the same 
boat, and cannot separate if we would: 
That has been sufficiently tried, and must 
be considered settled forever. We must 
all bide the same fate. The wave that 
swamps a single State must sooner or later 
engult all. It is from this standpoint and 
in this spirit that we write. 

Beiore we can master and manage this 
centralizing tendency, we must understand 
uus caused and be able to collate and com- 
pare the effects which it has produced ia 
other ages and countries since it first began. 
We shall then see what its real bearings 
and demands are as an agency of nature, 
and what is merely adventitious to it and 
has been put upon it by the ignorance ar 
craft ot men. What must be yielded to it, 
and what can be saved tromit? What is 
the essential movement to which we are 
required to contorm, aud what are its mere 
abuses and collateral results? Where is 
the natural current, and where the cre- 
vasse? We may depend upon it that 
everything demanded of us by this unity- 
ing tendency, as nature has created it, it 
will be to our interest in every sense to- 
surrender. We shall be the richer for the 

sacrifice for which she calls, and the more 

free from p t, cheertul and iotelligent 

obedience to her commands. And equally 

certain is it, that whatever is more than 

this will be unmixed evil, not only to one 

portion or section of the country, but to 

the whole and every part alike. 

First, it is important to ascertain with 
distinctness the precise point in this uni- 
fying movement at which we stand to-day, 
We can form no trustworthy judgment of 
the present without a close anu searching 
study of the past; and the very breadth 
and magnificence of the subject exact a 
comprehensive method of treatment. 

A thousand years ago, ora little more, 
the world had never seen what could 
properly be called a nation. The vast 
oriental empires that had successively tri- 
umphed over and oppressed mankind, 
were but agglomerations of many differ 
ent tribes and races temporarily crushed 
together by acommon conqueror. They 
were endued with no indwelling and cre- 
ative principle of life; they were not devel. 
oped from within; they were heaped to- 
gether from without. They did not grow; 
they were manufactured with a single im- 
plement—the sword—and bound by a 
single cement—blood. Political life and 
organization, in the proper sense of the 
term, began in Greece, Its vesicles were 
independent cities. Within these cells, 
political personalities were built up, feebly 
united by a common lineage and language, 
separated by jealousies and engaged in 
constant strite. Rome followed, but was 
a conquering city, not a nation. Out of 
the ruins of her empire was built the 
structure of modern Europe. The earliest 
condition of modern Europe was a mixture 
of Oriental and Roman society. The em- 
pire of CHARLEMAGNE was, in some 
respects, a copy of the East, but beneath 
it and all through it were municipal germs 
jike those of Greece and Rome, and with 
the first stirring ot organic life in its dif- 
ferent members it fell to pieces to make 
way for their development. The Empire, 
as it was called, passed to Germany, 
where the backwardness and tardiness 
of organic development allowed it 
to stand many hundred years, when at 
last there also it was undermined and fell. 
In England there were at one time seven 
kingdoms, Wales, Scotland and Ireland 
being independent countries, and the latter 
again several times subdivided. In Spain 
there were about twenty distinct sovereign- 
ties, while in Italy there were hundreds 
of separate republics and principalities. In 
France the great feudatories were mon- 
archs in almost everything but name. 
Such was the state of the case when the pro- 
cess of making nations, in the etrict sense 
of the term, began. The process was a 
most beneficent one; but it was also at- 
tended by one of the greatest misfortunes 
that ever befell mankind. The true rela- 
tion of the whole to its parts seems not 
to have been understood; consequently, to 
make the whole, the organic parts were 
destroyed. The consequences were soon 
apparent. In Spain the ancient hberties 
of the realm did not survive a single cen- 
tury; in France they lived but little longer. 
England was saved by a circumstance 


That 18, poor crawling worms 6 
mortals, either not knowing or not caring 
how the Supreme Authority of all main- 
tains His sovereignty and yet leaves every 
creature free, assumed to themselves pre- 
rogatives whith even The ‘Highest does | 
not exercise, and smote down private 
right in order that-thére might be public 
order. Look at dead Spain and con- 
vulsed and dying France, aud say 
whether it would be well to . copy 
their example. Under existing’ ‘circum- 
stances there is no hope for those countries 


order that they might become nations. If 
they could go back s thousand years and 
correct their. mistake all would be well, 
but they cannot patch the error over now. 
The tree has fallen and it must lie. The 
moral they have indirectly and uncon- 
sciously taught the world fer exceeds in 
value all that they have done by their 
direct efforts; but we fear that many ages 
will pass away before the full. meaning of 
that lesson will be extracted and ap- 
plied. 

The progress which this unifying move- 
ment has made in our own country is ap- 
parent. The thirteen original colonies were 
as distinct and independent as Australia 

and Canada er. Athens and Sparta. First, | 
of eee sail into 
intimate alliance; then mto a confederacy; 
then into a federal union. Precisely where 
we stand. to-day we shall not at present 
attempt to say; but clearly it is at a point 
tar beyond the statue or condition of a 
federal union. The working of the same 
forces that constructed modern Europe is 
thus clear and indisputable in our case; 
and, what is more, they have worked here 
with a celerity, volume and marvelous 
ntecision known nowhere else. We may 
be sure teat go far as these forces tend to 
the unification ot the country, to the as- 
similation of all its parts, to the develop- 
ment and elaboration of an organic po- 
litical personality, it would be the wildest 
tolly to oppose them, even if this were m 
apy sense desirable. In that aspect they 
are irresistible; they are a part of the very 
universe and infinite. But they are as 
sueceptible of guidance as any other 
force of nature. Wisdom can discover the 
law that governs them,and can direct and 
modify their action, so that they shall be 
aliogeiher beneficent and not destructive. 
Provincialiem is no remedy for any evil 
these forces bring in their train. We might 
as well try to check a locomotive by put- 
ting egg-shells on the track. To say that 


| there is no remedy would be equally tool- 


ish. There isa remedy. It only remains 
for us aud those whoecome alter us to 
apply it aright. 

As it is now. we have in one section of 
the country those who are alive to the ad- 
vantages of this unifying process, and in 
another section those who are sensible of 
its evils. The advantages are largely of a 
material character; the disadvantages are 
moral. We have been taught that liberty 
is the greatest earthly blessing. Many 
philosophers deny that it is so. At all 
events, no man can doubt that the loss of 
American liberty would be an unmixed 
evil—a crime and a folly unparalleled m 
the History of the world.
